Mongress of Tuberculosis will meet in this 


city at the Hotel Majestic on May 14, 15 and 


16. The sessions will be held in the morning 
At four of them the follow- 
Preventive 


and afternoon. 
ing subjects wil be discussed: 
legislation, embracing the social, municipal 
and state aspects of tuberculosis; tubercu- 
Josis in its pathological and bacteriological 
aspects, medical and surgical aspects and 
veterinary aspects. 

In addition to the vice-presidents already 
@hosen, the executive committee has au- 
thorized the appointment of three from 
each state, county or province, and an hon- 
Orary vice-president from each. Some de- 
lay has been experienced in filling the list 
of names, eleven states and several Central 
and South American countries not having 
yet renlied. 

The Dominion of Canada and is provinces 
have shown great interest in the work, re- 
sulting in the organization of the Cancdian 

ociety for the Prevention of Consumption. 

Deaths from consumption itn New Yerk 
have been decreasing for years. This is due 
largely to the growing knowledge of the in- 
fectious character of the disease and the 
necessity for taking great care to prevent 
its transmission. This knowledge has been 
Spread in various ways through the dili- 
ent efforts of the board of health. The 
eeth rate from consumption in many other 
cities is also declared ‘o he decreasing in 
proportion to the ponultlation. and 
true not only of American, but of Furore.

Decrease of Deaths 
Began Twenty Years Ago. 


An interesting statement on the decrease 
, fn the number of deaths from consumption 
“Sas given by Dr. William H. Gullfoy, regis- 
ter of the Board of Health. He said there 
had been a gradual decrease for 20 years 
past. in 1881 the, death rate from con- 
‘sumption was 4.27 a thousand population, 
and in 1901 It was only 2.50 a thousand. The 
doctor accordingly estimated that 2787 lives 
had been saved from 1881 to 1991 in Manhat- 
tan and the Bronx, and about 643) lives 
had been saved in the entire creat city, 
with a ponulation of 3.600.090. For the first 
quarter of this vear there were 18? fewer 
deaths from consumption in this citv than 
for the corresnonding quarter last year. 
When asked how he explained the de- 
crease in the number of deaths from con- 
sumption. Dr. Guilfov ren'fed that it was 
due in part to measures instituted hv the 
board of health. at least since 1898. 
giso due to the spread of the knowledge 
that consumption is an infectious disease. 
and that more care is taken in regard to 
the sputum. The measures of the board 
of health in having every room used by a 
uberculosis patient cleaned have been very 
mportant Dr. Guilfoy said that when 
the reportine of cases of consumption to 
the board of health was started, about 1896. 
the board did not get half the cases. but 
now the majority of cases were renorted.

Complaints of poor sprinkling from all 
parts’ of the city have caused Auditor 
Bernard Dierkes, with the approval of 
Mayor Wells, to hold up all bills for sprink- 
ling during the month of March. 

The bills, amounting to $17,000, which 
would in the ordinary course of city finan- 
ces have been paid about Apri! 10, are 
still in the auditor’s hards and will re- 
‘main there until the mayor orders him to 
approve them. 

The mayer is making an investigation 
into the manner in which the sprinkling 
contractors are fulfilling their contracts, 
anl hones to take measures before the 
summer opers which will insure satisfac- 
tory service for the entire season. 

The contractors for the & districts into 
which the city is eo +4 sprinkling pur- 
poses are affected ry the action of the 
mayor and auditor. The firms holdiug the 
largest numbers of district contracts are 
the Mueller Coal and Heavy Hauling Co., 
H. C. Pollman, Gottlieb Eyermann, Jr., and 
William Ratican. 

"Mayor Wells has requested from T. G. 
Clarkson, clerk of the sprinkling office, a 
full report relating to sprinkling since the 
opening of the present season. 

Since complaints have become frequent, 
the rumber ef fines for poor sprinkling nas 
increased, and from April 1 to Apr ® the 
amounts deducted from the contraét\ypricc 
in this manner amounted to $530.2. ‘The fine 
is 5 cents.for each }) feet neglected by the 
contractor. 

It is the duty of the police to make 
reports of violations of the contracts, and 
these reports have been so numerous cf late 
as to Keep the clerical force of the sprink- 
nae ¢ office working overtime in attending to 


“The complaints which have come in the 
last month have covered every possible 
rm of noglect on the part of the sprink- 
ing contractors,” said Auditor Dierkes.

STEEL MADE TO BURN AND ARTI- 
‘FICIAL SNOW PRODUCED. 


ALCOHOL QUICKLY FROZEN 


Kansas University Professor Makes 
Rubber Like Steel and Piece of 
Apple Like China.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., April 2.—Some of 
the wonders of liquid air were exhihiced to 
the University Club last night by Prof. 
E. ©. Franklin of Kansas University. His 
apparatus of flasks, botties, rubber tubes 
and other articles, was placed on a small 
table in the center of one of the large rooms 
at the clubhouse on Broadway, and the 
members gathered about. Prof. Frankiin 
was intteduecd by Sanford B. Ladd, presi- 
dent of the club. After a short intyoductory 
talk on the discovery of liquidefaction 
of air, Prof. Franklin began his experi- 
ments. 

From one of the flasks he poured a_ wine- 
giess half full of a milky liquid, hissing 
and smoking like a boiling teakettle, only 
the vapor was denser and whiter and de- 
scended instead of ascending. 

“The. vapor is falling,” Prof. Franklin 
explained, ‘“‘because it is colder and heavier 
than the surrounding atmosphere.” 

Into a glass of water’ he poured a few 
drops of the liquid and instantly a ball of 
ice formed in the water. 

“*Alcohol,”’ continued the professor, 
‘freezes at 220 degrees below z@o, Fahren- 
helt. Contact witb, the liquid air freezes it 
to a colorless ice.”’ 

Taking up a bottle of alcohol he poured 
a part of its contents into the wine glass 
and in less time than it takes to read these 
words the alcohol was congealed into a 
thick, stringy mass. 

A common rubber tube, the size of a lead 
nencil, was held up before the audience and 
twisted about to show that it was perfect- 
ly limber. It was inserted in the vessel of 
liquid air and left there while one might 
count 10. Then it was taken out and struck 
across a brass cylinder, shivering the tube 
into little bits like glass, and giving forth 
a ring as metallic as a rod of steel. Simi- 
larly a plece of apple was transformed into 
china; solder became like steel, and mer- 
cury, which freezes at 39 degrees below, 
was frozen almost instantaneously into a 
solid lead-like cake. Beat! it against a 
piece of ‘metal, Prof. Franklin explained 
that it might be used as a hammer to drive 
nails. 

A lettuce leaf was dipped into the smok- 
ing liquid—it crumbled in the hand into a 
green, flaky powder. A plece of fresh beef 
became stone-like and could be broken be- 
tween the fingers like chalk. 

rof. Franklin explained that liquid air 
was manufactured at the Kansas lUniver- 
sity Ly means of a 25-horse power motor, 
becoming liquid under a pressure of 2500 
ounds at a temperature of 310 degrees be- 
ow zero. He poured some of the liquid 
Into his hand and held it there momentari- 
ly without harm. Snow @hite lumps of the 
alcohol ice were passed afggyd among the 
club members, Bits of frozen apple and 
beef at temperatures of 200 degrees below 
zero were also exhibited. 

“Liquid air is a mixture of oxygen and 
nitrogen,”’ Prof. Franklin explained, ‘‘but 
as nitrogen boils at 210 degrees below zero 
and oxygen at 290, the nitrogen evaporates 
and leaves little else than oxygen. It is 
oxyeen that supports combustion. and as 
this is concentrated oxygen, combustion {is 
very rapid and intense with its assistance.” 

With these preparatory words he took up 
a steel watch spring with a bit of sulphur 
on the end, lighted a match to it. dipped 
it in a vessel of liquid afr, and the steel 
burned like tinder. Intense white sparks 
flew from it and sputtered all over the ta- 
ble. Removing the burning piece of steel 
from the cup, he said: ‘The liquid remain- 
‘ng there fs still as cold as ever, and will 
freeze alcohol or mercury.” 

A wad of cotton saturated In the liquid 
air was ignited. Puff! There was a blaze 
and then vacancy. Not even any ashes re- 
mained. 

As if by magic Prof. Franklin filled a 
small punch bow] with carbolic acid gas 
snow, with a temperature of 110 degrees 
below zero, wiping the perspiration from 
his brow with one hand while he passed 
the smoking snow around with the other. 
The snow was generated in a few seconds 
from carbon dioxide at a pressure of 500 
pounds to the square inch. 

Prof. Franklin called attention to the 
flasks—double flasks with a avcecuum 
between to prevent the heat from reach- 
ing the liquid air, and coated with silver 
outside to prevent radiated heat, the silver 
reflecting instead of absorbing heat ravs. 
Liquid air, he said, was first ceavred ‘by 
the Swiss in 1877 and developed by Farady 
of the Royal Institute of Great Britain in 
1883. Its present commercial value is $10 a 
gallon.

DALLAS, Tex., April 24.—Wiith their blood 
Stirring to the same airs by which they 
had marched two-score years ago, the vet- 
erans remnant of the Confederate armies 
represented at the Dallas reunion marched 
through the streets of the city today in 
the presence of a cheering multitude.

CASTE IS AMERIGK'S — BANE 


Rears Its Head Here in Forms More 
Insolent Than It Has Ever Be- 
fore Assumed. 

NEW HAVEN, Conn., April 24.—Bishop 
Henry C. Potter of New York, in his second 
address of the series on the responsibilities 
of citizenship, at Yale, discussed the sub- 
ject of the relation of the citizen and the 
capitalist and argued that the panacea for 
the labor situation is not any particular 
method or plan, but greater confidence be- 
tween employer and employe, between cap- 
italist and laborer, and a disregard of any 

caste distinctions. 

Almost the worst enemy of human society 
is the spirit of caste, and the tragic element 
in the constitution of our modern society 
is that, under forms of government that 
profess long ago to have removed and 
abandoned it, it still rears its head in forms 
more insolent and more mischievous than 
any it ever has assumed; for, while we 
may be patient with the caste spirit when 
it survives a product of earlier ages of 
tribal distinction or feudal tradition, or dis- 
tinguished ancestry or social’ culture, it be- 
come. when we see it, as too often we see 
it today, the mere incarnation of material 
possessions, held in huge bulk and adroit 
association; then, I] say, it becomes a men- 
ace alike to the right of the weak and the 
freedom of the poor. A caste of capitalists 
separated by practically inseparable bar- 
riers from a caste of laborers means social 
anarchy and industrial war.

UP THE CHIC 


CHICAGO PACKERS NOT CONTENT 
WITH MEAT PROFITS. 


NOW THEY HAVE POULTRY 


South Water Street Estimates the Place 
Holdings at About 50,000,000 
Pounds. 


CHICAGO, April 24.—Three great firms 
practically have complete control of the 
poultry market. Through the ownership 
of two-thirds of all the poultry in the coun- 
try they are able to fix at will all the prices 
for broilers, roasters, the poor eal of 
chickens that go under the trade name 
of ‘fowl’ and for turkeys. The firms hav- 
ing control are: 

Armour & Co. 

Swift & Co. 

Friebe & Semiter of Bushnell, Il. 

All over the western states, in Omaha, 
Kansas City, St. Joseph, Chicago and in 
hosts of small towns these firms have cold 
storage piants. The South Water street 
estimate is that they have 600,000 cases of 
poultry of about 100 pounds each in cold 
storage. 

Their profit has already been immense. 
Fancy dressed chickens have sold as high 
as 11% cents, against 86 cents a year ago 
at this time. 

The price yesterday was down to 10% and 
11 cents, but an advance is expected. Tur- 
keys are now 5 to 6 cents higher than a 
year ago and are expected to go 4 cents 
higher, Speed to 20 cents a pound. 

outh Water street commission merchants 
are not unanimous in attributing the high- 
er prices of eggs and butter to the power 
of these firms, but it is generally known 
that Swift and Armour are leaders in huy- 
ing eggs for cold storage, and that alr y 
175,000 cases have been placed away in Chi- 
cago alone. 

he present high price of eggs, 16 cents, 
against 13 cents a year ago, is due, com- 
mission men say, partly to the heavy stor- 
age demand, and partly to the demand for 
eggs for immediate consumption, which is 
heavier than ever before. 

‘The problem is regarded not as one of a 
“trust’’ or combination so much as it Is of 
the effect which the perfection of cold 
storage methods and the great extension 
of its use within the last three years has 
had upon the produce trades. 

It is admitted that the cold storage ware- 
houses. have put an instrument of immense 
ower over the necessaries of life in the 
ands of the firms which are in a position 
to take ae of them on a huge scale. 
Already discussion is active as to the pos- 
sibility of gaining public control over the 
ecld storage business by a state law en- 
forcing public reports at least once a week, 
so that the public will be able to keep 
posted on the speed with which the sup- 
plies that are sent to the market for the 
consumers are sidetracked in the ware- 
houses, from which they will not issue un- 
til prices have been pushed up to a point 
that means hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars of profit to the manipulators. 

Massachusetts has such a law governing 
the cold storage warehouses, and Illinois 
has used the same principle in controlling 
public grain warehouses. The South Water 
street men: think that it is time to sae 
the principle to cold storage plants in this 
state.
